ALBANY, July 26.—Governor Smith, 
commenting today on the announce- 
ment of ex-Seriator Robert L. ‘Owen 
of Oklahoma that he..would support 
Herbert Hoover iin the*campaign, 
challenged the sineerity-of -the Okla- 
homan’s attack on-Tammany Hall.

said that Oklahoma was ‘“‘uniformly

When newspaper men questioned 
Governor Smith today about the 
Owen announcement, he gave out 
the following statement: 

*‘Naturally I am sotry to see Sen- 
ator Owen leave the Democratic 
Party because of my nomination. 
However, he is a free American citi- 
zen and has the Tight to choose the 
party that best suits his ideas. 

‘My greatest regret comes from 
one of the’ reasons advanced because 
it. compels me to question his sin- 
cerity.

Rise in Rediscount Rate 
Costs Veterans $1,000,000 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Veter- 
ans ‘ofthe .World War who have 
obtained .loans.on bonus certifi- 
cates have sustained losses in in- 
terest totaling more than $1,000,- 
000° because of the 1% per cent. 
advance in rediscount rates by 
Federal Reserve banks since Jan. 
1, it was said here today. 

Veterans. who obtained loans 
from the Veterans’ Bureau and 
banks, representing nearly $70,- 
000;000' in adjusted service certifi- 
cates, are required to pay 2 per 
cent. over the rediscount rate as 
interest. 

At the rediscount rate that pre- 
vailed toward..the close of last 
year they were paying 5% per 
cent. This was regarded as rea- 
sonable. 

Fear is expressed by the veter- 
ans that the rediscount rate may 
go-beyond 5 per cert., and that 
»they may. have to pay 8 or 10 per 
cent. on loans secured by bonr- 
certificates.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Josephus 
Daniels, former Secretary of the 
Navy, who opposed Governor Smith’s 
nomination and fought for a bone-dry 
plank at Houston, may be enlisted by 
the Democratic National Committee 
to direct Governor Smith’s campaign 
in North Carolina in. place of lead- 
ers of the faction headed by Senator 
Simmons who resigned yesterday as 
a member of the national committee. 

The . resignation of Senator .Sim- 
mons had been generally expected by 
Democratic Senators who knew of 
his failing health and hig pre-conven- 
tion views. His resignation, how. 
ever, is not interpreted here as fore 
casting open anti-Democratic activ- 
ity on the part of the Simmons 


machine in-North Carolina. In fact, 
it is believed that the Simmons 
workers will be forced to be more 
zealous than in previous elections to

26.—An as- 
sertion that the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South has and must take a 
determined stand politically in active 
support of prohibition is made in a 
joint. statement issued. here’ tonight 
by four Southern Methodist. Bishops. 

The statement, without mentioning 
by name. Governor Smith of New 
York as Democratic candidate, calls 
upon the clergy and laymen of the 
Church to oppose ‘‘the .election to 
the Presidency of a.man whose per- 
sonal and officia] record both brand 
him as the outstanding enemy of 
national prohibition.’’ 

It is in reply to recent statements 
by Bishops Warren ’A:’ Candler of 
Atlanta, Ga., and Collins Denny of 
Richmond, in which they ‘argued, 
and quoted the Southern Methodist 
records, against ‘‘bringing the Church 
into. politics.” These two. Bishops 
made their pronouncement:-opposing 
entry of the Church-into"the present 
campaign following thé. conference 
at Asheville, N. C., a: week ago, in 
which dry Southern leaders, incJud- 
ing prominent Methodist churchmen, 
took a stand in. fayor of ,Hoaver-for 


The answering statement is signed 
by Bishops Edwin Mouzon of Char- 
lotte, N. C.; John W. Moore of 
Dallas, Texas; James Cannon Jr. of 
Richmond, and Horace M. Du Bose 
of Nashville, Tenn. It quotes from 
episcopal addresses and the records 
of General] Conferences to show that, 
both before and after the adoption 
of national prohibition, the Meth- 
odist. Episcopal Church South has 
been especially concerned in placing 
in office men who are “sincere 
friends’’ of prohibition. 


Statement of the Bishops. 


The statement of Bishops Mouzon, 
Moore, Cannon and Du Bose was as 
follows:

ICY SILENCE MEETS 
NOBILE IN NORWAY 


Mute Crowd Sees Arrival of the 
ltalia Survivors, Ignoring Plea 
to Help Moor Their Ship. 


SOME HISS AS THEY DEBARK 


But Throng Cheers Swedish 
Rescue Party as They Board 
Train Taking Italians Home.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, July 26.— 
Those who were on the quay at 
Narvik, Norway, gave a chilly re- 
ception to the base ship Citta di 
Milano when she arrived there at 
7:30 .e’clock this morning carrying 
General Umberto Nobile and seven 
other survivors of the ° dirigible 
Italia, which was wrecked on her 
return from a trip to the North 
Pole on May 24 or 25. 

There has been bitter feeling in 
Northern Norway over the Italia dis- 
aster and its consequences, especially 
since the disappearance of Captain 
Roald Amundsen, Norwegian ex- 
plorer, who went with five others 


in search of the Italia survivors. 
This feeling was expressed in the 
attitude of the Narvik inhabitants. 
It was noted that no Norwegian offi- 
cials were present at the B pane 
As the Citta di Milano slowly a 
prepaned the, dock. she called for. help

CARLSBAD, July 26..—¥Foreign 
Minister Stresemann will go to Paris 
at the end of August to meet Secre- 
tary Kellogg and affix Germany’s 
signature to the multilateral anti- 
war compact. 

He will also—which may prove far 
more important—confer there with 
Premier Poincaté and, of course, 
with Foreign Minister Briand too. 

Qut of these parleys the Germans 
hope will come complete allied evac- 
uation of the Rhineland ‘and ‘ulti- 
mately a definitive totalization of the 
Reich’s reparations debt. 

The above information comes from 
a high official source close to the 
German Minister and is absolutely 
authoritative. In the same quarter 
it is gathered that the Berlin Gov- 
ernment foresees only one important 
obstacle to the withdrawal of the 
French troops from the Rhine, and 
that is a demand by M. Poincaré for 
direct financial compensations from 
Germany. Any such demand, it is 
understood, would be rejected by the 
Reich,

YUGOSLAV POLICE KILL 
2 ALBANIAN ROBBERS 


In Balgaria, Macedonian F actions 
Fight, Resalting in Death of 
One and Several Casualties. 


Wireless to Tom New York Trves, 

BELGRADE, July 26.— Albanian 
bandits in South Serbia and clashes 
between rival Macedonian factions 
in South Bulgaria yesterday gave the 
gendarmes of Yugoslavia and Bul- 
garia respectively a busy day. Near 
the Albano-Yugoslav frontier, at the 
town of Debar, Yugoslav: gendarmes 
detected an Albanian robber band as 
it attempted to recross the frontier 
with cattle stolen from Serbia. 

Ope fire. with machine guns 
immediately, the gendarmes killed 
two. -The robbers realized that they 
outnumbered ~ gendartane and de- 
cided to fight instead of running. 
The gendarmes, sought refuge in.a 
blockhouse, used for bombs. and, held 
off attack until. reinforcements .ar- 
rived and caused the bandits to flee, 
leaving their booty behind. _ Almost 
simultaneously with this battle. in 
Serbia, the gendarmes were engaged 
in restoring order in a town named, 
according to different reports, either 
Ortemosta or Nevrakop..

construction, however, R-101 may 
leave on its trial flights before the 
end of the year—almost as soon as 
its mammoth sistership R-100; which 
is nearing completion at Howden; 
Yorkshire. 

R-101 is known as a State airship 
because it is being built directly by 
the Government with Government 
funds. The ship in Yorkshire is; be- 
ing built with a similar Government 
subsidy, but by a private company. 

So far there has been no rivalry be- 
tween the airships, but inspection: of 
R-101 today revealed such rapid 
progress that there is a good chance 
of a construction race between them. 

At first glance R-101 does not seem 
nearly as far along as R-100, which 
entertained fifty guests at tea a fort- 
night ago. This. impression is 
illusory, however. At Cardington 
the main rings of the ship are in 
position and jointed up, so that pas- 
senger accommodations can be in- 
Stalled as one piece: In the case of 


R-100 at Howden the whole: frame- 
work from nose.to stern has, been 
erected first, leaving the passenger 
accommodations as the builders’ 
final concern, 

In the R-101 each ring or section 
is completed in its entirety on the 


floor of the hangar. This even in- 
cludes the fixing of trol ballast 
pig gas bag nets an neces- 


eguipment. When all this is 
Coley the ring is hoisted from 
two points in a horizontal position, 
then swung upright and fitted into 
the ship’s gigantic frame. 

The R-101 yields nothing to. its 
great sister ship in the Iuxuriousness 
of the passenger quarters. There is 
a lounge 33 feet by 64, with accom- 
modations for fifty persons to dine at 
the same time. Like the R-100, this 
‘State airship” is equipped with 
electric kitchens, two berth cabins 
and promenade decks,

CHICAGO, July 26.—The, economic 
plight of American agriculture is di- 
rectly responsible for the present in- 
tense interest in the chemical con-' 
version of waste farm into indus- 
trial products, Professor H. E. Bar- 
nard declared today to members of 
the American Chemical Society Insti- 
tute at Northwestern University, 
Evanston. 

So far as chemical knowledge itself 
is concerned, that is advancing to the 
point where the ultimate solution of 


_the-agricultural problem may be the 


abolition of the present agriculture 
and the causing of a radical altera- 
tion of human nutrition, he con- 
tinued. That consummation is cen- 
turies away. It will eo only if 
there are so many human beings t 
standing room, not food supply, is 
the-real limit of population. 

For all science is concerned, the 
entire surface of the globe might in 
the future be covered with kitchen- 
ette apartments. Professor Barnar 
declared—and there will be no use for 
the kitchenette. 
man metabolism, conversion of 
elementary sustances into heat and 
bodily energy, could continue. He 
added: 

“The chemist is impatient when he 
hears the Malthusian doctrine dis- 
cussed in terms of wheat acreage, 
sugars and fats, for he is confident 
that when the fertile acres of earth 
do not produce we sufficient for 
man’s needs the chemist can syn- 
thesize them in his laboratory, In- 
deed, he already is doing that. 


Will Convert Light to Food. 


“When the need comes,” he de- 
clared, ‘‘the chemist will convert the 
light of the sun and nitrogen into 


food for the.human family. Thirty 
men working in a factory the size 
of a city block can produce in the 
form of yeast as much food as 10,000 
men tilling 57,000 acres under ordi- 
nary agricultural conditions. By what 
right do we assume that millions of 
years from now man will be the 
same kindof organism he is today? 
He may live differently, he certainly 
will eat differently. The taste of 

ood bread and meat may have been 
orgotten for ages, but his metabolic 
processes will go on just as satis- 
factorily as today.”’ 

As to the present state of knowl- 
edge, Warren BE. Emley of the Bu- 
reau of Standards said: 

“This is one of the few outstand- 
ing cases where chemical informa- 
tion has been developed before it 
was needed. For years past the lit- 
erature has contained descriptions of 
laboratory processes for making this 
or that product from this or that 
waste. Until recently no attempt 
was made to put these processes into 
production for obvious economic rea- 
sons. 

“The buyer was not interested. The 
buyer still is not interested. Recent 
changes in economic.conditions, how- 
ever, have aroused the interest of the 
seller. (The American .farmer has 
been called on to compete with farm: 
ers on the other side of the earth 
who have different labor costs, dif- 
ferent standards of living and differ- 
ent climatic conditions. If he could 
realize a profit from these farm 
wastes, he would be in a stronger 
position to meet the competition on 
his main products.

FRENCH IRE LAUGHED AT 


Austrians Opposed to Union With 
Germany Talk of Supposed 
Disadvantages. 


Wireless to Tum New YorxK Times. 

VIENNA, July 26.—The campaign 
to gain adherents for Anschluss— 
the union of Austria with Germany— 
which reached its climax last Sunday 
when the biggest parade ever wit- 
nessed in Vienna marched around 
the Ringstrasse and the biggest guns 
aided the noise of trumpeters whose 
function it was to rally the Anschluss 
cohorts, was today heard only as 
an echo in the Austrian capital. 

In other words the majority of the 
German singers left Vienna. in differ- 
ent directions, and the city again as- 
sumed its normal aspect. 

From various points of the prov- 
inces news reached Vienna of small 
scale demonstrations addressed by 
various German and Austrian An- 
schluss promoters, but as an epilogue 
of the Vienna demonstration they 
were comparatively weak and hence 
attract little attention. 

The serious Vienna newspapers are 
devoting much more space to quota- 
tions from foreign comments—espe- 
cially French and English—than to 
the provincial manifestations. The 
less serious newspapers, and this 
comprises the larger number. showed 
greater interest today in a double 
murder and suicide near Graz, Aus- 
tria, than they did in any phase of 
the German-Austrian. Brotherhood 
Festival. 

The tragedy itself was an out- 
growth of the song festival. .A Ger- 
man visitor took a young girl cousin 
for an outing to Steirmark, a resort 
in. the town of Stubenburg. - The 
girl’s sweetheart heard of the trip, 
became _jealous—not knowing the 
man and girl were blood relations— 
followed them, shot both dead in a 
hotel and then killed himself. 

One of the most important provin- 
cial Anschluss demonstrations yester- 
day and today occurred in Innsbruck. 
Here various groups as part of the 
program held commemorative meet- 
ings in honor of the famous Tyrol 
hero Andreas Hofer. Details of these 
meetings however, were not reported 
in. Vienna.

youthful Finance Minister,. who has 
been guiding the country’s fiscal 
course for many months. 

Sefior Montes de Oca, who acknowl- 
edged himself to be by nature opti- 
mistic and who is understood to have 
the full confidence of Thomas ‘W. 
Lamont and the entire group of 
financiers making up the interna- 
tional committee of bankers on 
Mexico, would not comment on the 
economic effect of the assassination 
of ..President-elect Alvaro Obregon 
last week except to say: 

“Tt is patently unnecessary.to. fore- 
cast anything unfavorable in the.im- 
médiate future in view of..the fact 
that peace reigns throughout the 
country and that the Government 
has the confidence of the entire na- 
tion.’’ 


Progress Credited to Him. 

The young Minister is the financial 
star in the Calles Administration, 
and, according to observers, has al- 
ready worked wonders in his cepart- 
ment. He has put the Government 
on a pay-as-you-go basis with a strict 
budget and fulfillment of the na- 


tional obligations. 

His April report showed notable 
progress toward settlement of the 
monetary difficulties of the country, 
and in today’s conversation he un- 
officially hinted at a maintenance of 
the advance. 

The Minister was not desirous of 
discussing the political situation, us- 
serting that expression of official 
opinion on General Obregon’s death 
or its possible economic effect on 
Mexico did not come within his 
sphere of action as Minister of 
Finance. 

Sefior Montes de Oca insisted that 
the country’s financial situation 
could be discussed with advantage to 
foreign investments here only by de- 
tailing what had been done rather 
than by anticipaating the reaction 
os pd the prevailing political crisis.

agreement for renewal. of the pay- 
ment of interest by Mexico on its 
foreign indebtedness, the Minister 
declared that he had no official no- 
tice as to the progress made by the 
International Committee of Bankers.

Lee S. Crandall, curator of birds 
at the New York Zoological Park, 
will head an expedition to the wilds 
of Papua. in the island of New 
Guinea, leaving New York on Aug. 
9, it was announced yesterday by 
Dr. W. Reid Blair, Director of the 
New York Zoological Society. 

The chief object of the expedition 
will be to bring back a living collec- 
tion of birds of paradise, bower birds 
and black cockatoos, which abound 
there. Nearly fifty species of birds 
of paradise are found 
Guinea and little is known of the 
habits of many of them. 


The expedition will be equipped 
with moving picture and still cam- 
eras and will attempt to obtain pic- 
torial records of the human inhabi- 
tants of New Guinea, who are ex- 
ceedingly primitive and reputed still 
to indulge in head-hunting'and can- 
nibalism. 

New Guinea contains the largest 
inhabited unexplored region in the 
world, according to Dr. Blair, and 
the wealth of wild life which it sup- 
ports has attracted naturalists ever

LONDON, July 26 ).—The Tun- 
ney-Heeney. fight apparently could 
arouse little more. enthusiasm in 


Great Britain if it were held in a 
London ring instead of 3,000 miles 
away. 

Preparations for the bout, the 
fighters’ statements, their chances 
couched in the customary confident 
terms, and the opinions of the ex- 
perts are splashed all over the front 
pages of the afternoon newspapers, 
while speculation as to the outcome 
is the chief topic of conversation. 

e rosy-hued accounts of the 
British challenger’s condition and 
prowess seem to have encouraged a

PRAISES. BEATEN OPPONENT 





Says He’s Sure He Broke Heeney’s 
Ribs—“Found Hard Rock Hard 
Indeed,”’ He Declares. 





**I’m still in the boxing business.”’ 

That was Gene Tunney’s answer 
to questions regarding reports that 
he was to retire after his fight with 
Tom Heeney at the Yankee Stadium 
last night. 

As he stood, dripping wet, in his 
dressing room after beating the Hard 
Rock into dust, he looked very much 
as though he would be in the boxing 
business for many years to come. 
After eleven grueling rounds against 
the big fellow from New Zealand, 
Gene seemed no more exhausted 
than if he had been romping with a 
house cat. 

The smile of victory wreathed the 
face of the happy warrior. His fea- 
tures were unbruised by the blows 
that landed. Not a of 
his bronzed 
body. There were only two things 
that hurt—his hands, which was to 
be e ted after all the hammering 
they done. 

Tunney Praises Opponent. 

Between congratulations from his 
friends he spoke his praise for his 
beaten opponent, explained how he 
shifted his attack when he found he 
couldn’t finish his antagonist with 
one punch and explained t no lace 
or thumb blinded Heeney in the 
eighth round, but a blow that landed 
on an optic nerve. 

‘T have nothing but admiration for 
Heeney’s courage,’”’ he said. ‘I’m 
sure I broke his ribs with body 
blows, he was half-blinded after the 
eighth round and his face was 
smeared: with blood, get he kept com- 
ing in until the finish. It takes cour- 
age to do that when you know you're 
beaten. 

“T found the Hard Rock hard in- 
deed. I hit him with a right hook 
that landed flush on his jaw in the 
first round, in fact, I hit him several 
times on the jaw in that round. But 
he took them. At once I saw that it 
was impossible to knock him out 
with one punch and so I shifted to 
an attack that would wear him 
down. 

In No Hurry, Says Tunney. 

“T knew it would be a long job and 
I wasn’t in any hurry about it. I had 
plenty of time. That’s why I didn’t 
go in and finish him when I saw he 
was blinded in the eighth. I still had 
plenty of time. 

‘In fact, I expected the referee to 
stop the bout right there. Poor fel- 
low, he couldn’t see.’’ This after- 
thought referred to Heeney, not the 
referee. 

“T hit him on the optic nerve and 

aralyzed it. That’s what closed 

eeney’s eye.’”’ The champion went 
on, adding, in answer to a question, 
“No, he didn’t hurt me at all. He 
didn’t even bother me,” which 
seemed a rather good time to stop 
bothering Gene. With a smile over 
his shoulder he disappeared into a 
shower bath.

Challenger Nervous, With the Battle 
on His Mind, Dr. Walker 
. . Reports. 





Gerie Tunney and Tom Heeney met 
for the first time in the dressing 
room of the Yankee baseball club 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
when they weighed in. Their only 
reaction was: 

“Hello, Gene,’’? from Heeney, as he 
extended his right hand. 

“Hello, Tom,’”’ from Tunney, as the 
champion gripped the extended hand, 
and a smile illumined his face. 

None of the psychological tricks 
ordinarily associated with such meet- 
ings was attempted. Heeney didn’t 
try to give Tunney the baleful eye 
or to nettle the champion by some 
sarcastic remark. Nor did Tunney, 
in his turn, undertake to effect a 
mental upset with his challenger 
with any idle remarks. 

They met outside the office of 
Miller, Huggins, manager of the 


Yankees. It was in Huggins’s of- 
fice that the men were subjected to 
the physical examination which is a 
part of the weighing in proceedings 
and they met as Tunney was emerg- 
ing and Heeney entering. 

r. William H. Walker, State Ath- 
letic Commission physician and broth- 
er of Mayor Walker, examined the 
men and reported Tunney to be in 
the best of condition. ore than 
that, Dr Waler declared Tunney the 
ideal athlete. 

“T have never seen an athlete in 
finer physical condition,’’ he 
“He is trained to the minute and my 
examination showed that he is not 
bothered at all by the fight.’ 

Tunney’s blood pressure was nor- 
mal. His pulse was 66, normal, and 
73 after exercise, and his reflexes 
were very-active. The reverse was 
reported on: Heéeney. The challen: 
er’s blood pressure was very high, 
Dr. Walker said, specifying 144 over 
92. His pulse -was 74, normal, and 
88 after exercise, and his reflexes 
were very slow. 

*“Heeney impressed me as excep- 
tionally nervous, -highly excitable and 
justified the conclusion that the 
flight was very much on his mind,” 
said the physician. 

The weighing of the boxers was 
accomplished without the fanfare us- 
ually associated with such an event. 
Fewer than .200 persons were outside 
the office when Heeney drove up in 
a cab accompanied by his brothers 
and his managerial retinue, consisting 
of Charles J. and Eddie Harvey and 
Bernard and John Mortimer. 

The challenger seemed pale and 
nervous as he entered the dressing 
room assigned to him and also when 
he stepped on the scales. He weighed 
203% pounds. 

Tunney arrived rsomtss & after the 
challenger, coming from his quarters 
in the Concourse Plaza Hotel. Cool 
and collected, he stepped on the 
scales and weighed 192 pounds, three 
pounds more than when: he fought 
Jack Dempsey last September in Chi- 
cago. He was bronzed and serious 
faced except when the camera men 
started shouting orders as to how he 
should pose. hen Tunney smiled 
and did as he was ordered. 

Chairman Farley of the State Ath- 
letic Commission suvervised the 
weighing... Executive Secretary Bert 
Strand and Deputy Dan Skilling as- 
sisted him. Paul Prehn, Chairman 
of the Illinois Boxing Commission, 
and Philadelphia Jack O’Brien, who 
acted as second for Dempsey at Phil- 
adelphia, were conspicuous among 
the assembled critics. Following the 
weighing: of the champion and chal- 
lenger the participants in the other 
bouts on the card were weighed and 
examined.

It surprised some that Washburn 
should have beaten William Ayde- 
lotte, the national indoor champion, 
and in convincing manner at 6—3, 
6—4, but the feature of the day was 
Bell’s victory over Fritz Mercur of 
Bethlehem, Pa., New York State 
champion, and the match most grip- 
ping in interest was between Seligson 
and Gregory Mangin of Newark. 


Bell Turns the Tables. 


The previous meeting between Bell 
and Mercur, in the State champion. 
ship, resulted in victory for the latter 
in three successive sets on clay. Yes- 
terday, however, Mercur was found 
wanting on the easiest of shots, while 
Bell was getting the best of results 
and won in straight sets, 6—4, 7—5, 
capturing five games in a row to 
finish the second. 

The young Texan’s chop was his 
most serviceable stroke, standing up 
consistently under pressure, and his 
flat forehand drive was a winner 
almost every time he called upon it, 
as was also his backhand, in which 
he ordinarily does not - place much 
reliance.

Even Those Thet Did Not Win 
Prizes Performed Feats ‘That 
Call for Admiration.

SANTANDER, Spain, July 26.— 
With six contenders out of eight in 
both classes of the transocean contest 
now riding at anchor in the bay here, 
the outcome may be definitely esti- 
mated without the Zodiac-and the 
Azara, which still are due. 

The Zodiac was sighted by ‘the 
Guinevere, and Captain Palmer esti- 
mated that the Zodiac must now be 
200 miles behind, which with the 
ghost of a breeze now stirring would 
leave its arrival problematical, but 
possible early tomorrow if the wind 
should develop. 

The Azara hasn’t been seen nor 
spoken, as it carries no radio, but it 
seems most unlikely that she could 
possibly be ahead of the Ziodiac, and 
she can safely be classed in the tail 
position. Her owners, the Baker 
brothers, never took the race seri- 
ously, as they are primarily on a trip 
around the world. 

This leaves the race for the King’s 
Cup settled, with the Elena the win- 
ner, Atlantic second, Guinevere third, 
Zodiac fourth and Azara last. 


Nina Gets the Prize. 


All entries in the Queen’s race 
now are accounted for with the Nina 
as the winner and the Pinta classed 
next though she finished eight hours 
after the Mohawk, which, however, 
was obliged to give her a handicap 
of eighteen hours. 

While the Mina and the Elena have 
captured the big trophies, each of 
the other vessels in the race has a 
right to pride itself on its perfor- 
mance and on its specific accomplisr 
ments. 

In the smaller class the Mohawk 
wins the prize for the longest day’s 
run of 231 miles, and the Pinta can 
claim to be leading when it was hit 
by a calm. Among the large craft, 
the Atlantic is permitted to remain 
with its pride unhumbled for its per- 
formance of developing unprecedent- 
ed speeds. Once during the trip she 
logged 70 miles in four hours, which 
is more than eighteen knots and is 
the equal of an ocean liner’s clip. 

The Guinevere can boast of having 
crossed the line with the. greatest 
swiftness, looking like a skimming 
bird as she swept from the waste of 
& wave, sending out rolling furrows 
of foam.

By the same token, the tennis. officials 
have been attacked.by other persons who have no 
clear ideas of the problems. and. principles involved 
in conducting a great amateur game, 


Nothing can be gained by tossing’ bombs or brick- 
bats at the debating parties. Whacking a man over 
the head is not the most enlightened way of showing 
him where he was wrong. Tilden has done much for 
tennis, and so have the officials'who are now at odds 
with him. Each ‘side may be partly right. ‘Then 
again, it may be like the anecdote of Francois Marie 
Arouet de Voltaire and Monsieur Haller. Voltaire lib- 
erally lauded the talents of Haller and was prompily 
informed that Haller considered him an outrageous 
person. 

“Ah, well,” said Voltaire.

It was all fair enough; and Baskin 
himself said so just before he sailed: A hurdle: racé 
is. more or less of a gamble, anyway. Locke: was 


» beaten fairly and squarely in both sprints at Cam- 


bridge, though he finished close up to the qualifiers 
in the 200-meter event. 

Perhaps if Major Kennelly had taken these men to 
Amsterdam with the understanding that they were 
mere volunteers, ready to jump in and take part in 
the games if called upon, all would have been well, 
and the independent expedition would have met with 
a hearty welcome and genuine appreciation. But the 
attempt to force these men on the team, which would 
have meant forcing others. who did qualify off the 
team, met with a solid wall of objection and a dis- 
tinct rebuff. 

In any event, it’s a minor skirmish and should not 
be allowed to spoil the Summer for those who are in- 
terested in the main campaign.

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EUROPE IN OUR ELECTION. 


Time was, and not so many years 
ago, when it was thought of the 
highest importance for American 
voters to know whether a Presiden- 
tial candidate was loved or hated 
‘by Europeans. If he was praised by 
them, it was supposed to put true 
patriots on their guard. If they dis- 
liked and denounced him, that was 
an added reason’ for making him 
President. Europe must be taught 
her place. The election returns must 
show her that the American eagle 
still pursues its solitary way and 
screams defiance at all Old World 
and divine-right meddlers with our 
free and independent. Republic. 

That sort of thing sounds rather 
comic since the great war, but the 
old spirit persists in certain quar- 
ters. It gives point to a brief dis- 
cussion by Mr. FRANK SIMONDS in 
the August number of The Review 
of Reviews of the question what 
Europe thinks of HOOVER and SMITH.

A VETERAN EDITOR. 

By the death yesterday in his 
ninetieth year of Captain WILLIAM 
RULE of Knoxville, Tenn., the oldest 
working editor in this country, if 
not in the world, has been taken 
from the scene. For Captain RULE 
was indefatigable in his editorial 
labors, and in his general oversight 
of The Knoxville Journal, up to the 
time of his last illness. Beginning 
his newspaper work at the age of 
21 under the famous “Parson” 
BRowNtow of Knoxville, then edit- 
ing The Whig, Captain RULE later 
on was associated with Captain A. 
J. RICKs in the establishment of The 
Knoxville Chronicle. Captain RICKS 
later became Judge of the United 
States Court of the Northern Dis- 
trict of Ohio, and Captain RULE, in 
1885, founded The Knexville Jour- 
nal, with which he had ever since 
been identified. He had a wide ac- 
quaintance among newspaper pub- 
lishers and writers, being on pecu- 
liarly friendly terms with HENRY 
WATTERSON, for whom he had a 
great admiration. But Mr. RULE 
was something more than a news- 
paper man. His military title was 
won by creditable service in the 
Union Army, but his unofficial title 
as “ First Citizen ” of Knoxville was 
given him in recognition of many 
public services. He was himself 
elected Mayor of the city years ago. 
But it was less for his having held 
that office than for having devoted 
himself to the best interests of 
Knoxville that his portrait was pre- 
sented to the municipality and now 
hangs in the City Hall. 

Captain RULE’s full and active 
life, prolonged to so great an age, 
was an inspiration to all those as- 
sociated with him. and a source of 
wonder and delight to those who 
knew only in a general way of his 
professional work. This was of a 
varied and high quality, and was 
kept up to the very end of his life 
with undiminished zeal. He had a 
habit of putting into his paper pithy 
remarks on current events which 
conveyed at once his sense of humor 
and his sagacity. Last year, for ex- 
ample, at the time of the Mississippi 
flood, he wrote: “ If we were a flood 
“ sufferer, we’d prefer to be looked 
“after by HERBERT rather than by 
“Congress.” A gallant, faithful and 
rounded life is ended.

These 
are Communism in Russia and Fas- 
cism in Italy. Rebels against the 
old-style democracy from the Left 
and the Right, they have introduced 
a system of prescriptions and pro- 
scriptions, reaching into every cor- 
ner of the individual life, for which 
history scarcely has a parallel. 


A HAND HELD OUT TO CHINA. 
Secretary KELLOGG’s note expressing 
his readiness to enter into negotia- 
tions with the Chinese Nationalist 
Government for the revision of the 
existing treaty of commerce between 
the United States and China is a 
logical step in America’s China 
policy. Tantamount to full recogni- 
tion of the Nationalist Government, 
it is in accordance with America’s 
traditional friendship for China. 
This has been manifested by a de- 
sire not to interfere in the internal 
quarrels of the Chinese, and yet at 
the same time to see the unity of the 
Chinese nation preserved. The Na- 
tinalists now control all of China ex- 
cept Manchuria, and are in negotia- 
tion for a peaceful partnership in 
that region. It is natural to deal 
with the Nationalists as the de facto 
Government and to resume the ne- 
gotiations which were interrupted 
when the civil war became acute 
two years ago. 
The hope expressed by the Sec- 
retary of State that a new order is 
at last rising in China is tempered 
by a note of caution. Many diffi- 
culties still beset the new Chinese 
Government, and much must be done 
before China is so revitalized as to 
make it possible for her to extend 
protection to the lives and property 
of foreigners. There is no sugges- 
tion from Washington that America 
is ready at once to give up the right 
of extraterritoriality, or to make 
such sweeping concessions as some 
of the friends of China have long 
urged. But the mere fact that the 
United States is prepared to resume 
relations and to discuss the revision 
of one of the treaties cannot but be 
of help to the Nationalist cause. 
America’s example wil] doubtless 
be followed by other nations. Long 
experience with the precarious na- 
ture of Chinese Governments makes 
it probable that the European Pow- 
ers will move slowly. With such im- 
portant issues at stake, little is to 
be gained by precipitate action, A 
token of friendship has been offered 
to the Chinese. On them now rests 
the responsibility of meeting it in 
kind. The Nationalists have the op- 
portunity of demonstrating by their 
acts as well as their words that they 
are prepared and able to carry out 
their part of such new agreements 
as may be made. Nothing would so 
greatly strengthen the Nationalists’ 
prestige abroad as proof that they 
are masters in their own household.

We believe that in fairness to this, 
society the public should be made 
aware of the facts which lie behind 
this seeming negligence. The City of 
New York contains innumerable 
thousands of animals, which, during 
the Summer, are more populous 
than ever, due, perhaps, to the fact 
that they are free to roam the 
streets; and to the fact that they 
can get into and out of their homes 
easily, because of open doors and 
windows. For this reason the facill- 
ties of the society are enlarged dur- 
ing the warm, pleasant months of 
the Summer season, and are entirely 
adequate to cope with the extra de- 
mands of this period. 

As shown by the officials of the 
A. S. P. C. A. in one of the instances 
mentioned in the paper, they are un- 
able to check up whether a call was 
received, but know that if the call 
can be identified by furnishing ad- 
dress and time of call they can fur- 
nish a full report of the findings. All 
calls for any of their services are 
completed and reported before the 
call is finally filed. 

In the other case, that of a stray, 
mangy dog, a letter was received by 
the. society on Saturday from the 
writer of the article. A wagon was 
sent to Madison Avenue and Nine- 
tieth Street. Diligent search was 
made, but no trace of the dog could 
be found. Inquiries in the neigh- 
‘borhood failed to locate this dog. 
On Monday another effort was made 
in the hope that the dog would re- 
appear. Later on Monday they had 
a call informing them of a dog of 
similar description at Forty-second 
Street and Madison Avenue, and 
they failed to locate the described 
dog in that neighborhood. 

The society does remarkably fine 
work and for some of our people to 
complain that they do not receive in- 
stantaneous action is not playing 
fair. However, complete and accur- 
ate information is what they desire. 
The relief of the animal is their sole 
concern. During the past week this 
society has responded to 4,450 direct 
calls for relief of smal! animals, and 
this is in addition to those animals 
picked up or received at their many 
stations throughout the city. 

This society maintains an emer- 
gency ambulance service available on 
call twenty-four hours a day, every 
day of the year.

Let me say first of all that no- 
body can accuse me of radical or 
biased ideas if I put in a word: 
against this no-parking and non-use 
of private autos agitation, for, al- 
though I own and operate private: 
automobiles, I also have a little 
stock and some other securities of 
these same ‘public utilities. Nobody 
is more anxious than I to see them 
get on a paying basis, but I feel 
that their ideas, like their equipment 
and operating policy, are obsolete. 
One trolley line volunteers the in- 
formation that many suggestions 
have been made to alleviate the traf- 
fic jams and make traffic move 
more swiftly and smoothly. They 
list among these all those sugges- 
tions which involve greater expense 
to the city or which would take too 
much time and replanning to con- 
summate, such as more traffic lights, 
more policemen, double-deck streets, . 
widening of streets, &c. They avoid 
any mention of buses or the removal 
of street-car tracks. They go on to 
urge the prohibition of parking auto- 
mobiles and vehicles, and even to 
point out that the time has come 
when privately owned automobile 
use is against public policy. 

This sounds like the sort of thing 
our ancestors used to hear from the 
old stage-coach lines and express 
companies when the railroads first 
came into being, and the agitation 
raised by the hack and hansom cab 
drivers later on against motor-driven 
taxicabs. I dare say these same 
trolley companies were the butt of 
such selfish propaganda from the old 
omnibus lines when they first laid 
their tracks. They forget that life 
and business are a survival of the 
fittest. 

With their present equipment all 
the trolleys in New York running 
under a half-block headway couldn’t 
carry the traffic, much less take 
time to start and stop to take on 
passengers. They’d have to have 
continuous right of way and all 
cross-town trolley or vehicle traffic 
would have to be prohibited so that 
they would not be delayed carrying 
the motorless public up town and 
down. The trolleys would still have 
to wait for the great bulk of traffic 
in the congested zones, which is 
made up of through motor traffic, 
trucks, vans and buses. Picture the 
hopeless confusion! 

Generally speaking, real estate 
values and business volume are grow- 
ing faster on those avenues and 
streets which are not dominated by 
trolley lines. Has the automobile or 
the trolley given them their greater 
increase in growth each year? Note 
how the use of steel rails has held 
back the development of business 
and residential values on_ streets 
which are not wide enough for trol- 
leys or elevateds and automobiles too. 

T do not criticize a system without 
suggesting a cure. To my mind, the 
day of the trolley car in the crowded 
part of the city is done. I urge its 
abolition and believe the cure is 
right at hand. I think that with all 
their faults the municipa] and pri- 
vately owned bus lines in our great 
city are, in general, a huge success. 
Tt is my observation that Fifth Ave- 
nue seems to get along all right with 
buses and private cars and only 
partial limitation of parking and 
handles far more traffic and pas- 
sengeérs, even discounting the prohi- 
bition of commercial traffic, than 
parallel avenues with the same pro- 
hibitions and trolleys instead of buses, 
There are never any lone bus jams 
on the streets down town which rely 
on buses. © 

Look how the cities in Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and elsewhere in New 
York State which have cut down on 
their car tracks and gone in for 
more buses have speeded comfort 
and traffic. In Northern New Jer- 
sey particularly a far-sighted public 
utility has scrapped more and more 
trolleys and gone in for buses in city 
traffic, to the great benefit of the 
public and its own stockholders, 
Buses pay heavy taxes and help 
municipalities maintain good roads, 
which they use: They agitate for 
good roads, not: for.torn-up tracks, 
chuck holes and bumps. Buses dis- 
charge their passengers at the curb 
onto the. sidewalks and not into the 
‘middle of the traffic lanes.

SARASOTA, Fla., July 26.—Circuit 
Judge Paul.C. Albritton who tonight 
took the case under advisement after 
a day-long hearing of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers Realty 
Company’s petition that the ‘writ of 
injunction obtained last week by 
Mary Williams Cempany and E. .H. 
Price be dissolved. The writ prohib- 
its the company from transferring 
personal property to the Brother- 
hood, pending settlement of .com- 
plainants’ claims. « 

The petition for dissolution of the 


injunction, heard today, was filed 
Monday -by the realty company and 
followed the writ of temporary 
injunction ‘against the company 
prented last week by Judge Albrit- 
ton. The in*unction petition ‘set 
forth claims amounting to $200,000 
against the realty company. 
John F..Burket. of the firm of 
Burket & Fish, Counsel’ for the 
Realty Corporation, called to mind 
the law regarding injunctions, which 
cautions restraint and discrimination 
in imposing injunctions, lest they be- 
come instruments of popressian. He 
quoted those paragraphs which ad- 
mit the, proper, application of injunc- 
tion in case, other legal redress is 
not available. 
Mr. Burket. referred: to. the case 
now pending in the Common Law 
Court in whieh the Mary Williams 
Company and E. H. Price ask judg- 
ment for $50,000 and $150,000, re- 
spectively, and,to the allegation 
made in the latter’s bill of complaint 
that the transfer. of approximately 
$300,000 worth of personal property 
by the realty company to the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers was 
illegal and fraudulent. 
‘If that transfer was fraudulent, 
then the law holds that. claimants 
may levy an attachment on the prop- 
pon of the company and so obtain 
redress, and if an attachment may 
be levied, then the:law holds that an 
injunction is illegal,’?’ Mr. Burket de- 
clared.

ABSENCE OF POLITICS'ASKED 





While Some Politicians Predict More 
Desertions, Others: Say Mayor 
WIIl Now Seek Comeback.

CHICAGO, July: 26:— Deputy Com- 
missioner William F. Russell today 
was formally selected by Mayor 
Thompson as head of the Police De- 
partment to succeed Michael Hughes, 
the appointment to take effect on 
Wednesday. Russell indicated that 
he would accept. 

“T have five days in which to de- 
cide and; although my present inten- 
tion is to accept, I reserve the right 
to change my:mind,’’ he ‘told inter- 
viewers following a conference with 
Samuel A. Ettelson, Corporation 
Counsel, who informed him of the 
Mayor’s decision. He said he ex- 
pected to confer with the Mayor to- 
morrow. 

The .deputy commissioner added 
that if he does take the office he 
will immediately start a campaign of 
“rigid and vigorous law. enforce- 
ment.’ 

Significance was attached to Com- 
missioner Russell's refusal to express 
his willingness to take the job until 
after his conference with Mr. Ettel- 
son. He told the Corporation Coun- 
sel, it was understood, that he would 
accept only if he had a free hand 
to run the department without politi- 
cal interference. ‘The Corporation 
Counsel was said to have assured 
him that such was the Mayor’s in- 
tention. Russell’s close friends 
pointed out, however, that he re- 
served a final decision until he talks 
to Mr. Thompson. 

Where the Mayor is and where he 
has been for the last two weeks 
appeared today to be as much a mys- 
tery as ever. Mr. Ettelson said ‘Of 
course,’’ he knew where the Mayor 
is, but couldn’t tell. 

Reports that several other depart- 
ment heads are expected to resign 
lacked verification today. . Pointing 
to. the withdrawa] of Commissioner 
Hughes and City Controller Charles 
C. Fitzmorris a week apart, some 
politicians predicted that the next to 
g0 would be Thomas J. Houston, 
President of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, or Richard W. Wolfe, Com- 
missioner of Public Works. 

Those closer to'the Administration, 
however, were inclined to believe 
that the two resignations thus far 
were isolated and that no more will 
follow immediately, The Mayor, 
they said, now expects to recoup his 
forces and try to gain public ap- 
proval, 

Mr. Wolfe denied that he has any 
intention: of quitting, as did Mr. 
even. Mr. Houston is out of the 
city 

‘It’s no secret that the Mayor has 
been somewhat | dissatisfied with 
some of the members of his Cabi- 
net,”’ said Mr. Ettelson. ‘‘He doesn’t 
feel they have ‘carried out his poli- 


cies. But it’s for him to say if any 
more ,will resign. I’m just a hired 
man.’’

FACES JAIL FOR UNPAID FINE 





Alternative of ‘Pauper’s Oath’ Is 
Offered to Two Defendants— 
Time Extended to Wednesday. 





Two of the five theatre ticket 
agents who were fined $5,000 last 
May for failing to pay the excess 
tax on theatre tickets, and who have 
disregarded the fines, appeared last 
evening before Federal Judge Bondy 
to explain their delinquency. 

One of the two was Jacob L. Marks 
of the J: L. Marks Theatre Ticket 
Service, Inc. A short, stocky man, 
he was in a belligerent mood when 
he was summoned before Judge 
Bondy in the latter’s chambers. Be- 
sides Judge Bondy there were in the 
room United States Attorney Tuttle, 
seven reporters and several lawyers. 
Just inside the door Mr. Marks 
stopped, surveyed the situation and 
then, waving his arms, asked: 

‘‘What is the reason for this star 
chamber pmeeeding?”’ 

Judge Bondy looked amazed. He 
seemed to understand that Mr. 
Marks wanted to make his explana- 
tion in a.court room, so he left his 
chair and started for one of the 
small court rooms, opposite his 
chambers. But the door of the court 
room was locked, and both Judge 
Bondy and Mr. Tuttle started on a 
search for some one with a key. No- 
body was found, and Judge Bondy 
lead the way back to his chambers, 
seated himself and blandly told Mr. 
Marks that he would have to be sat- 
isfied with that situation. 

Then he explained to Mr. Marks 
that along with the fines imposed by 
him on the ticket brokers went a 
suspended sentence of six months’ 
imprisonment. He asked Mr. Marks 
why he had not paid his fine. The 
latter declared he did not have it, 
and then proceeded to describe his 
efforts to solve the difficulty when 
the matter was under iaveabemnion. 
When the decision went against him 
and the other brokers, they threw 
themselves on the mercy of the 
Court. His counsel, Jerome Hirsch, 
then began to explain why his client 
could not pay the fine. 

“Very well,”’ said Judge Bondy, “if 


he can’t ay he can e the ‘pau- 
per’s oa and go to jail for one 
month. I promised at the outset 


that everybody would get a hearing 
and you are getting it now.”’ 

After Mr. Tuttle had questioned 
Mr. Marks abet his resources, 
Judge Bondy told him he would 
have until] next Wednesday to pay 
the fine. 

The other aequen® w' o appeared 
was Joseph A utsch of the Su- 
preme Theatre Ticket Company. He 
~~ $3.500 of his fine; the remain- 
ing $1,500 having been paid. Mr. 
Deutsch was suave. 

Answering questions by Mr. Tuttle, 
he said: he had. been ill for a long 
time, and that he carried two _ 
surance policies,’ one for $20,000 an 
the other for $2,500. Mr. Tuttle fold 
Mr. Deutsch that he could easily 
raise the money to pay the balance 
of his fine on these policies. This 
delinquent was also told that he 
would have until Wednesday to a 
the fine. Both men were told th 
failure to pay would be followed om 
imprisonment for six months and 
probation, with the

WINDIER HERE THAN CHICAGO 


Merchants’. Bureau Gives Figures to 
New York as Convention City. 


The Convention Bureau of The 
Merchants’ Association. announced 
yesterday that records of the Weath- 
er Bureau showed that in July, 1927, 
New York had an average wind 
movement of fourteen miles an hour 
while Chicago had an average of 
ten miles. The August, 1927, aver- 
age for New York was thirteen miles 

and that of Chicago was eight. 
For September, 1927, the New York 
average was thirteen and that of 
Chicago nine. The same relative 
figures are expected for the Summer 
of 1928, according to the Merchants’ 
Association. 

The average wind velocity for six 
American cities for the entire year 
of 1927 as obtained by the Conven- 
tion Bureau from the Weather Bu- 
reau was: New York; 16; Chicago, 
12; Philadelphia, 9; Cleveland, 13;

L. S. Shippe Tells Convention 
That Holding Companies 
Present a Danger. 


AID BANK STOCK. GAMBLING 


Can Serve Legitimate Purpose, He 
Says, but Must Be Controlled— 
Loan Associations Grow. 


Through the development of bank 
holding corporations it is possible for 
a single group actually to control] a 
chain of banks and thus defeat to 
all intents and purposeS the branch 
banking laws of both the States and 
the nation, Lester E. Shippe, Bank 
Commissioner of Connecticut, said 


yesterday at the twenty-seventh an- 
nual convention of the National As 
sociation of Supervisors of State 
Banks, held at the Half Moon Hotel, 
Coney Island. 

Admitting that bank holding cor- 
porations may be useful instrumen- 
talities under proper management 
and control,, Mr. Shippe warned 
that they tend to ge wer specula- 
tion in bank stocks, and introduce 
a type of ownership tess desirable 
than that of individual bank stock 
owners. 

Mr. Shippe also discussed the 
pooner scope aud functions of secur- 
ty or finance companies affiliated 
with banking institutions, which, he 
said, have become ‘popular largely 
because of the incréased demands 
for service made upon the banks by 
the public. 

They offer an opportunity for the 
legitimate expansion of business, he 
said, but should be surrounded with 
every safeguard and should not be 
utilized fo speculative purposes or 
to take advantage of a favorable con- 
dition of the stock market. 

Pointing out that during the long 
continued bull market American in- 
vestors have become accustomed to 
large profits. Mr. Shippe asked what 
the reaction of the companies and 


the banks with which they are affili- 


ated w'!] be when the market drops. 

He also warned against the possi- 
bility that the credit judgment of 
bank officers might be impaired or 
warped by the tendency to retrieve 
the errors of the bank’s affiliated 
company.

eigel, Min- 


savings accounts A, J. V 
nesota Superintendent of | Banks, 
warned that banks cannot afford to 
pay as much now as they did during 
and immediately after’ the war. 

The growth of building and loan as- 


sociations and the competition which 


they offer banks was discussed by 

F. Schwenker, Wisconsin Com- 
missioner of Banks. He declared that 
building and loan associations have 
grown so large that the investment 
of their dues, dividends, and share 
sales has become a problem. A def- 
inite tendency for them to turn from 


pure home building activities to gen-|: 


eral building finance has become ap- 
parent, he said. He advocated that 
such associations be surrounded with 
the same restrictions as the banks 
with which they are in competition.

, OTTAWA, Ontario, July 26 (By 
The Canadian Press)—The formation 
of a-merger company to include the 
cable companies and the Marconi 
“Wireless Telegraph Company is rec- 
ommended in the report of the Im- 
perial Wireless and Cable Conference, 
1928, which was issued by. the Post- 
office Department here today. 
“The merger company,’ according 


to the first recommendation con- 
tained in the report, ‘“‘will acquire as 
from: April 1, 1928, all the ordinary 
shares of the Eastern Extension and 
Western Telegraph Companies, and 
all the ordi and preference 
shares and debentures (if any) of the 
Marconi Wireless Telegraph Com- 


pany. 
“Information has been laid before 
us which points to an attempt on the 
part of certain foreign interests to 
sécure an increased share in the 
conrol and operation of world com- 
munications,’’ the report states. 
*It is obvious that if the Eastern 
Telegraph and Assaciated Companies 
went into voluntary liquidation and 
wished to dispose of their assets the 
opportunities presented to foreign 
interests to strengthen their position 
would be considerable.’’ 
The report states there will be 
. formed a communications company 
to which the cable and Marconi com- 
panies will sell as from April 1, 1928, 
all their communication assets in ex- 
change for shares.. The company 
will also acquire the Government 
cables and will hold the lease of the 
pcagee o beam stations. The capi- 
of the company will not exceed 
at its inception ,000,000. 
The Communications Company will 
also take over as from April 1, 1928, 
the Pacific Cable Board’s cables, the 
West cable and wireless sys- 
tem, the Imperial Atlantic cables and 
the lease of the Postoffice beams ser- 
vices (including provision for the 
transfer to the company of existing 
staffs) on terms to be arranged. The 
beam services will be leased for 
twenty-five years at a rental of.a 
basic sum of £250,000 per annum; 
an addition equivalent to 12 per cent. 
on any increase in the company’s 
profits above the standard revenue, 
as from April 1, 1931, and a payment 
of £60, to be paid as may be 
agreed. 
The Communications Company, the 
report adds, will meet the annual 
service of the outstanding debt on 


the ‘Pacific Cable as from 
April 1, 1928, and will pay in addition 
a capital sum of £517, for Pacific 


cables, together with interest at 5 
per cent. It will also y £300,000 
for the West. Indian cable and £450,- 
000 for the Imperial cables. 

The rental payable by the Commu- 
nications Company and the service 
of thePacific Cable Board debt will 
be guaranteed by the merger com- 


pany. 

A standard net revenue of £1,860,- 
000 (exclusive of non-telegraphic in- 
evstment revenue) from the commu- 
nications company services will be 
fixed to the purposes of the company. 
All net revenue from communica- 


tions service in. excess of that sum | still ina critical condition at the same 


will be divided into 50 per cent. of 
the company, and 50 per cent’ to re- 
duction ‘of’ rates, or such other pur- 
pose as the Advisory Committee may 
approve. 

The Communications Company will 
consult, it is recommended, an ad- 
visory committee on questions of 
policy. The committee will include 
representatives of the Governments 

ticipating in the Conference. No 
nerease of rates prevailing at the 
date of the formation of the com- 
munications company is to be made 
except with the assent of the Ad- 
visory Committee. 

The recommendations state that 
British control cf all the companies 
must be guaranteed, and that. the 
sayin em egies may asume control of 
he cable and wireless systems in 
time of war or other national emer- 
gency. The right of the fighting ser- 
vices to build and work cable or 
wireless stations for their own -pur- 
poses, but not for commercial pur- 
poses, is also reserved.

Charged with violating the Martin 
anti-stock fraud act by selling shares 
of the stock of the Bayuk Tobacco 
Products, Inc., Edward Bayuk;’ its 
President; Charles J. Swan & Co., 
of 25 Broad Street and H. & B. Wolf 
& Co. of 50 Broad Street, were 
served yesterday with a preliminary 
injunction order signed by Supreme 
Court Justice Strong, in Brooklyn. 
The order, returnable on Aug. 1, re- 
strains the defendants from further 
promotion or sales of the stock 
pending the outcome of the action. 
The action against Bayuk and the 
stocks and bonds houses was brought 
by the New York State Bureau of 
Securities-of 74 Trinity Place, under 
the direction of State Attorney Gen- 
eral Ottinger. It is alleged that pro- 
spective stock buyers were encour- 
aged by Swan & Company and Wolf 
& Company to believe that Bayuk 
Tobacco Products, Inc., was Bayuk 
Cigars, Inc., which is an old and 
established firm. The other partner 
in Swan & Company is Frank A. 
Montford. 

Mr. Ottinger’s complaint alleges 
that the stock of the Bayuk Tobacco 
Products has no market value and 
no prospect of such an increase in 
value as salesmen for Swan & Co., 
and Wolf ®&% Co., have claimed. 
Bayuk Tobacco Products was incor- 
porated under the laws of Delaware 
with an authorized capital of 250,000 
shares of no par value common 
stock, it was said. 

The motion pers set forth that 
while the purchase by Bayuk of the 
factory of J. F. Parker & Co., Inc., 
mentioned prominently in advertis- 
ing literature calculated to sell stock, 
the factory proved to be ‘‘the third 
floor of an old four-story building 
on the — of the residential part 
of Philadelphia.’’

PLANE CRASH VICTIM 
DIES IN JERSEY CITY 


Injaries Fatal to Passenger on 
‘Jenny’ in Nose Dive Into 
Newark Bay Wednesday. 





Oscar Perrson, 32 years old, of 70 
Roosevelt Avenue, Jersey City, who 
witif Emil 8S. Hillery, was critically 
injured when their airplane crashed 
in a nose-dive on the shore of New- 
ark Bay, Jersey City, Wednesday, 
died yesterday in the Greenville 
Hospital, Jersey City. Perrson, who 
was in the passenger’s seat of the 
plane, had suffered a fractured skull, 
a broken leg and internal injuries. 
He died without regaining con- 
sciousness. 

Hillery, the other victim, who 
piloted the biplane, a wartime ship 


of the ‘“‘Jenny’’ type, which they had 
purchased only last Saturday, was 


hospital last night. The extent of his 
injuries is not known. 
Mrs. Dorothea Hillery, his wife, at- 
tempted prey to question him 
during a brief spell of consciousness, 
but the patient whispered only the 
word ‘‘Laning.”’ 
Robert Cogswell, a member of the 
Jersey City. Aero Club, denied yester- 
day that members of the -club had 
burned the wings of the wrecked 
plane to destroy evidence of its 
frailty. 
‘The wings were burned to prevent. 
the children from playing about the 
wreck, which was saturated with 
oline and might have caused. in- 
ury to others;’”’ said Mr. Cogswell. 
‘Reports that the plane was frail are 
untrue. It was inspected and ap- 
proved by the Government just be- 
fore it was turned over to Hillery 
and Perrson at Curtis Field. It had 
the original fuselage, which was 
sturdy, and was powered by a 100 
horse wer Curtiss motor.

WEALTHY MEN HAVE BOUGHT 





Wrigley Is:Among Those Mentioned 
as Having Been Heavily in 
Market.

CHICAGO, July 26.—With only 
four business days left in July, ele- 
vator owners, who have cash corn in 
their warehouses and deliveries to 
make before Aug. 1, face what is 
technically known as a ‘‘squeeze.”’ 
Their predicament is attributed to 
the purchase of millions cf bushels 
of corn two months or more ago 
by a group of wealthy men who 
have hung on with tenacity and ap- 
parently are keeping the market un- 
der control. 
Local holders of cash corn have 
made sales at less than the present 


market prices. Now they are con- 
fronted by the necessity as turning 
over these supplies or paying those 
who purchased the difference. be- 
tween their buying price and the late 
soy ee oe 

ccording to Board of Trade gos- 
sip, Herbert J. Blum, a floor teeter, 
is the most active man in the combi- 
nation that is holding up the July 
price.. Mr. Blum admits that he 
is nithe market, but -declines to 
give any facts about his dealings 
other than to say that corn is worth 
more money. He adds that a short- 
age may be expected before the 
new crop comes on the market in 
November. 

There were unconfirmed rumors 
that J. Allen Moore of Monticello, 
Ill., former member of the Republi- 
can National Committee, William 
Wrigley Jr., and Louis Swift were 
among the heavy buyers during the 
upturn in corn. They are believed 
to have bought because they believed 
there would be higher prices and not 
with the intention of bringing the 
market to the ‘‘squeeze’’ stage. 

So far five and a half million 

bushels of July corn haVe been de- 
livered, all of which have been paid 
for by the bulls. It is estimated that 
between three and five million more 
will be brought here before the end 
of the month for delivery on sales. 
Elevator people are bringing in corn 
from Milwaukee, Minneapolis, and 
the Missour River markets to make 
good on July sales. 
Shipping demand for corn has been 
curtailed by the holding up of the 
July price. Local traders have en- 
deavered recently to break the Sep- 
tember corn price and succeeded in 
forcing that month’s deliveries to a 
present market about 16 cents under 
the July. The longs—the heavy pur- 
chasers of the July—would prefer to 
see a smaller difference in July and 
September and are said to have been 
heavy beyers on the break in Sep- 
tember corn.

Louis, N. Osmond, cotton trader, 
who has announced the organization 
of an independent national cotton ex- 
change, lost yesterday his application 
for an injunction against the New 
York Cotton Exchange and the firms 
of Andérson, Clayton & Co. and 
George’ H. McFadden & Brother to 
restrain them from tendering what 
bh called illegal cotton for delivery 

nd 
Court Justice Frankenthaler, who 
heard the case, declared that ‘‘the ex- 
travagant claims of the plaintiff are 
without foundation.”’ 

The opinion pointed out that 
Osmond alleged that the defendant 
firms dontrolled about 200,000 bales 
of cotton at the Port of New York 
} eligible for delivery under future con- 
‘tracts, and charged that about 50,000 

bales: failed to conform to the Gov- 
ernment, standard, and that the Cot- 
ton ange and the defendants 
had cooperated in bringing about the 
delivery of ineligible cotton for the 
purpose of depressing the market 
and causing damage to the plaintiff 
and other traders who hold future 
contracts, 

Justice»-Frankenthaler said° ‘that 
since’ 1919 the Cotton. Exchange had 
had thee to do with the classi- 
fication of cotton to be delivered on 
sales made on the Exchange,” and’ 
that deliveries now were guided by 
the tests made by cotton examiners 
appointed by the Secretary of 
culture pursuant to the.Cotton 
tures act. The Court referred to the 
method of examining the cotton 
stored in New York and said: 

“It follows that even if the Ex- 
change has the right to make an in- 
dependent examination and elassifi- 
cation, any attempt on its part to do 
sO would be a work of. superéroga- 
tion and would he utterly useless. Its 
classification could not add to or de- 
tract from the €ligibility of cotton 
which had received certification at 
the hands the cotton examiners 
representing ' the United States Gov- 
ernment.’ 

Justice Frankenthales referred to 
the affidavits: offered by the defen- 
dants disputing.the allegations that 
the Port of. New York holds 50,000 
bales of inéligible ‘cotton and said 
that recent examinations by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture of. cotton 
found ineligible by experts appointed 
by the United States Senate commit- 
tee which held an inauiry on cotton, 
showed that of the 3,295 alleged il- 
legal bales remaining in, New York 
when the reexamination was made 
only 1,413 were found untenderable, 
The Court said there was no satis- 
factory evidence presented that. more 
than 6,761 bales were ever found un- 
tenderable by the Senate experts, 
and asserted that the reclassification 
disclosed only, 1.5 per cent. rejected 
of the 172,000 bales, 

“It must be. obvious that there is 
grave doubt that the plaintiff will 
succeed upon the -trial of this action 
in establishing his contention that 
about 50,000 bales were or are in- 
eligible for tender,’’ said the Court. 

Justice Frankenthaler also found 
it difficult to understand ‘‘upon what 
theory plaintiff seeks to hold the de- 
fendants responsible’ for. permitting 
the tender of* cotton “certificated by 
the proper representatives the 
United States vernment even if a 
great quantity. thereof be in fact be- 
low the standard specified in the 
Cotton Futures act.’”” The Court re- 
marked that there was no allegation 
in the complaint that any of the de- 
fendants were even indirectly respon- 
sible for the Government’s approval 
of ineligible cotton, and there was 
“an entire absence of averments of 
fact to warrant the conclusions as 
to legal liability which plaintiff 
spreads at large, over. his. moving 
papers.” The opinion:concludes: 

““As he has, however, failed to es- 
tablish the existence at the Port of 
New York of ..any...considerable|. 
quantity of ineligible cotton, it is 
unnecessary to pass upon his right 
to seek redress fram .the defendants.”
